Paris, Sept. 30. The 24th Inftant the 

Boiffiedx, Nephew of Marfhal .de Villars, 
arrived at Fontaincbleaa from the Army in

The Fight was more 
obftinate at the two other Attacks, where many 
of the Enemy were killed and taken Prifoners, 
the Number of which we know not yet, becaufe 
when the Courier came away the Fugitives were 

rfued through the Valley of St, Peter. We
